FAREWELL ADDRESS 


Of Rev. Mr. Srxxn, Missionary to the Chinese, 
on Sabbath Evening, April 5, previous to his 
departure on a visit to the East. 

Exodus 20: 8,10. Remember the Sabbath day to 
keep it holy. * * The seventh day is the 
Sabbath of the Lord thy God: in it thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, * * nor the 
stranger that is within thy gates.

You are assembled this holy Sabbath 
night, my dear Christian friends, to learn 
something regarding the strangers within 
our gates. They are a race of strangers 
that seem to be brought here, somewhat 
as the Syrian king sent men to hew the 
cedars of Lebanon, te float them by sea 
to the nearest port to the Holy City, and 
to aid in erecting the temple, the palace, 
the armories, and the navies, of Israel’s 
most wise and glorious king. California 
is interested beyond any other portion of 
the Christian world, in all that relates to 

China. I propose, then, to touch on one 

or two points, in regard to the present 

condition of their nation, that should now 

awaken our attention and sympathies. I 

will notice, first, the more recent evidence 

of the genuine and immense interest which 

Christianity has in the Revolution in pro- 

there. Within a few months, the 

English newspapers, more particularly the 
North China Herald, published at Shang- 
bai, have contained numerous communica- 
tions from missionaries of various denomi- 
nations, and laymen, who have obtained 
information regarding it, by means of let- 
ters, personal interviews, and printed 
tracts.

This accomplished scholar, and yet, unbe-

“ The Eastern Prince has stated, in writing, 
that under the rule of 1 the Bible 
will be substituted for Sacred Books of 
Confucianism, as the Text-book in the Public- 

I fairly despair of imparting an uate 
idea of the importance of thats Lr the 
Tai- Pings, or of the immense significance which 
it gives to the piece of yellow shading in the 
middle of the accompanying map of China. 
[He alludes to a map in the volume sbowip 
the territory now held by the Revolutionists,] 
Upou the gradual extension or diminution of 
that piece of shading, during the next ensuing 
years, it depends whether or not, in a prosper- 


ous population of 360 millions of heathen, all 


the males who have the means, and are not too 
old to learu—all the males, from boyhood to 
25 or 30 years of age, who can devote their 
time to study—will be assiduously en in 
getting the Bible off by heart, from beginning 
to end. Should the thing take place, it will 
form a revolution as unparalleled in the world 
for rapidity, completeness, and extent, as is the 
Chinese people itself for its antiquity, unity, 
and nombers.” 


But some will object, we have heard, 
that that the doctrines of the Revolution- 
ists are exceedingly corrupt ; and that, 
especially, Yang Sintsing, the eastern 
king, claims to be the “ Comforter that 
was to come,” the Paraclete. It is true 
that this was the case ; and this man was 
the author of some fearful corruptions of 
the truth he found in the word of God, 
and which he interpreted according to his 
previous idolatrous notions. But here we 
meet with a mighty Providential interfe- 
rence in favor of pure Christianity. In a 
recent article by the Rev. Dr. Bridgman, 
in the North China Herald, it appears 
that this man had been guilty of treason, 
and, with his whole immediate followers, 
destroyed. 

One of the most threatening dangers of 
the Chinese revolutionists, is the interfe- 
rence of Romanism. They slew, on ac- 
count of the resemblances of the system 
to Buddhism, Roman Catholic priests, 
when they took Nanking; The French 
government is now sending an expedition, 
based on Romanist demands, against the 
North; and it appears, moreover, that a 
Romanist insurrection has arisen. A late 
China paper, quoting a native aecount, 
says: 

“ Recently, in the prefecture of Siang - yang, 
in the province of Hapeh, the men of the Tien- 
chu [or Lord of Heaven, the name used by 
Romanists for God,| religion have formed a 
league with thousands of native banditti, to 
roam abroad and plunder and rob. They act 
with ferocity, and their chief is styled Heaven- 
ly King, (Tien Wang.) His family name is 
not known. In order to inveigle the multi- 
tudes of the common people, they continually 
talk about the Heavenly Lord’s coming down 
into the world to give assistance, and such 
things. In appearance, in conduct, and in 
speech, these rebels appear not at all different 
from those at Nanking ; but they declare open- 
ly and plainly that they are not of the religion 
of Jesus, but of the Tienchu (Roman Catholic) 
religion.“ 

Have we nothing to fear, in behalf of 
awakening China, from the success of 
such principles? On this point, America 
should learn a lesson from a monarchist 
and an infidel. The Earl of Shaftesbury 
says, Popery and Slavery, like two sis- 
ters, go hand in hand ; sometimes the one 
goes first, and sometimes the other ; but 
wherever the one enters, the other is sure 
to be closely following.” 

Second : In the success of this Christian 
movement, our nation has a deep political 
interest at stake, Mr. Meadows says: 

“The resolve of the Tai Pings to make the 
Bible the text-book at their Public-Service 
Examinations will cause a number of intelli- 
gent Chinese—private gentlemen, as well as 
officials, and all of them masters of their own 
language—to devote themselves to the stad 
of Hebrew and Greek, in order to read the boo 
in the original languages. And as, in order to 
do this, they will, in the first place, learn the 
English, the common language of the two great 
peoples with whom ther tore most intercourse, 
numbers of chunnels will thus be opened 
through which will pour into China constant 
streams of Anglo-Saxon literature and Anglo- 
Saxon ideas, mingling, at the very fountain- 
bead, with the flow of Chinese mental life. A 
prospect is hereby disclosed of a rapid assimil- 
ation of fundamental beliefs, and a consequent 
ey and mutually-beneficent extension of 

intercourse and free trade, which, I repeat, 
it is in vain to hope for in any other way.” 

The Christian party have announced 
principles, which show that they will pro- 
bably, in the event of their success, favor 
foreign intercourse. One of their tracts 
says: 

“ The t God is the Universal Father of 
all men hout the world. Obina which 
is near to us is governed apd lated by the 
great God; ſoreigu nations, which are far away 
are under the same rule. There are many men 
in the world, bat they are all our brothers. 
There are many women in the world, but they 
are all our sisters. Why, then, should we re- 
tain the selfish feeling of regarding one border 
and another boundary? And why should we 
cherish the idea of my swallowing up you, and 
of you overwhelming me.” 

Thirdly. Ia California, beyond 

else in Christendom, we have 
Christians to feel anxious for the results of 
the rising of the Chinese people. Most of 
those present are aware that, in a part of 
one of the Company, or Ciub-houses, in 
one of our own streets, a gilded Chinese 
idol has been set up. But they may not 
be aware that this idol represents K wanti, 
the Chinese Mars, the god of war, and the 
patron Deity of the Manchu Tartars, 
whom the Revolutionists are endeavoring 
to expel. There are no Tartars here, and 
our Chinese do not necessarily sympathize 
with them. Tris god is introduced as 
one popular with the nation generally. 
But yet he is the antagonist of JeHovaH 
in this contest. And if the Manchus hold 
the throne, the glory will be given to 
Kwanti. I have directed your attention 
to this fact before, in print, and have new 
reason for doing it now. The officers of 
the government at the North, had repeat- 
edly mentioned his miraculous interfer- 
ences in their favor. . But recently those 
of the Province of Canton have ascribed 
to him their deliverance from the forces

city a year or so ago. The Governor 
general of the Province publishes an edict 
upon the subject, in the Pekin Gazette, or 
Journal of the Imperial Court. He says: 
When the City of Canton was attack- 
ed by the rebels, the Imperial soldiers saw 
Kwanti among the clouds on horseback, 
beckoning with his hand. In this the 
courage of the rebels died away. Often 
at dead of night a bright light was seen in 
the sky, and the sound of horses and sol- 
diers was heard. The rebels became 
greatly afraid. Also in a temple to Kwan- 
ti, outside the South Gate, a sound like that 
of sharpening a sword was heard at night, 
which seemed to come from the temple. 
The sword of Chin T’sang (one of Kwan- 


the image of that deity,) rose from the 
ground about a foot. 
els were easily defeated. Before, they 
sa wa divine general holding a black flag, 
and stopping the way with it, intimating 
that they should not advance. It had 
farther been reported by the Prefect of 
Chanchow-foo, that when rebels were be- 
sieging that city, and it was in the utmost 
danger, the banners of Kwanti were seen 
in the air, coming to assist the city. A 
red light overspread the sky for more than 
two hours. The rebels, seeing it, grew 
timid and fied. The Governor-general, 
therefore, prays the Emperor to grant 
Kwanti a new honorary title, expressive 
of their gratitude.” 

Over the head of the image in this city, 
and upon the walls o the place where he is 
worshipped, you have noticed large gilded 
and painted tablets, like sign boards, cov- 
ered with Chinese inscriptions. These re- 
semble those alluded to by the Governor- 
general of Canton. They are generally 
honorary tributes from devotees. One 


says, His merits are lofty as a thousand 


ancient Emperors ;” another, His grace 
forever extends to a myriad land ;” an- 
other, His glory enlightens the king- 
doms across the sea ;” another, Beyond 
the seas roll the billows of his fame.” In- 
deed, all the attributes, natural and moral, 
all the providential gifts and mercies, the 
titles and the reverence, that belong to 
— — and Only Lord God, are aserib- 

to this man, who died a r pagan 
some eighteen hundred years — 

CONCLUSION. 
First. You see, Christian friends, from 
the principles and facts now laid before 
ou, why*idolatry is so abominable and 
teful to God. It gives all His glory to 
another, and His praise to graven images. 
It is the root of all other sins; and its 
subjects God abandons to be often no het- 
ter than the stocks, and stones, and brutes, 
they adore. 
cessity, therefore is, to teach them to 
„Know God.” 

Second. How much reason we have for 
confidence and gratitude towards God, 
who will “abolish the idols,” and will fill 
the earth with His glory.” 

Third. In bidding you farewell for a 
short time, a brief reference may be made 
to the labors connected with the Mission 
to the Chinese, whose head-quarters is in 
your city. Of the visible spiritual fruits 
we have little as yet toshow. The man 
baptized last year gives encouraging proofs 
of genuine conversion. The several re- 
ceived on certificate from the Presbyterian 
Church at Hongkong, have been faithful 
and useful disciples. But most of the seed 
is yet hid, a handful upon a cold, high, 
stony mountain top, which shall yet shake 
with the majesty of the cedars on Leba- 
non, and flourish in abundance like the 
grass of the earth—(Ps. 72.) To make 
known to the Chinese in California the re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ, and the civilized 
‘knowledge which by His favor we enjoy, 
I have firstly preached on the Sabbath, 
generally twice, though of late months but 
once a day, to audiences that have varied 
from half a dozen to about a hundred. 
The attendance on Sabbath services has 
always been unsatisfactory, notwithstand- 
ing the efforts to increase it; since the 
Chinese have usually spent this day of 
leisure in meetings for business purposes, 
arbitrations, and feastings, in writing u 
their ledgers, and corresponding with 
friends. Nor bas the example of our 
American community sustained my admo- 
nitions as to the evils of such a profana- 
tion. Ofthe “ Oriental,” a mission pa- 
per, printed on one side in English, and 
lithographed on the other in Chinese, at 
first weekly and then monthly, I have 
distributed about thirty thousand copies, 
without drawing one cent for its direct 
support from the Board of Missions. Lec- 
tures have been given, in courses or singly, 
both here and through the interior, some 
of which were devoted to the raising of 
fands for the erection of a Mission House, 
in which this community most generously 
assisted. Several pamphlets have been 
published on topics relating to Chinese af- 
fairs and necessities. A school has been 
kept up, sometimes almost every night in 
the week, for all who chose to receive in- 
struction ; and the benetit of that instruc- 
tion was very evident, which by a shock of 
electricity showed them that we had the 
same powers with the gods of thunder, or 
which spread before them the nature and 
uses of the telegraph and other modern in- 
ventions ; the communication of which the 
government of the United States counted 
fully as potent au the batteries of its ships 
of war, when it sent a recent important 
embassy to our neighbors of Japan. Great 
numbers of sick have obtained relief, with 
the assistance of medical friends here; es- 
pecially at a time, a couple of. years since, 
when hundreds were landed at once from 
immigrant vessels. The gratitude of the 
Chinese for these various labors has been 
often and warmly expressed, both in this 
city, and when I have met many, whose 
faces I did not recollect, in the mines. And 
it will refute the declarations of some that 
they are insensible ungrateful for bene- 
fits, and e others to state, now 
that they have verbally and by letter ex- 
pressed their regret on account of my ex- 
pected departure for a time from the State, 
and have presented to myself and family 
several handsome testimonials of it, and of 
their desire that we should hasten back 
again. If by these labors any has 
been done, the power and glory are God's. 
O that they had been greater and more 
blest. But such as they are, they must 
be left now to meet the trial of the Great 
Day. He may be better to us than our 
fears, and from bumble means may bring 
forth ty results.

The Excellence of Piety tivated 
under Difficult Circumstances. 


This is the law of all attainment—valua- 
ble in proportion to the difficulty of acqui- 
sition. An education secured in the face 
of adverse circumstances, an art brought 
to perfection in spite of difficulties at every 
step, standing and influence attained by a 
heroic struggle with discoaragements, an 
established character of honor and probity 
enjoyed as thereward of preserveing resis- 
tance of temptation, all these appear the 
more excellent in proportion to the obsta- 
cle they have encountered. To this rule 
the attainment of personal piety is no ex- 
ception. Its value and loveliness will only 
appear the greatest by reason ofits con- 
flicts. 

One excellence of such piety is its 
strenth. Circumstances of exigency always 
develop strength of character. They ex- 
cite a spirit of daring, they sustain it in 
the struggle, they crown it, if preserving 
with success. Persecution has always 
strengthened piety. The stake, the rack, 
the block have only nerved their victims 
for the trial, and made more converts than 
their rage has destroyed. Timid men and 
tender women have hurled defiance at the 
axe and the flames. Just soalways a pie- 
ty cultiyated in the face of adverse circum- 
stances gains a strength which would be 
otherwise unknown. A Christian mer- 
chant, in the great city, who is overwhelm- 
ed with his own business, surrounded by 
the din and clatter of gigantic enterprise, 
jostled in his patience and in his integrity 
by the tricks of trade, tempted to sacrifice 
his principles for patronage, and yet in all 
this maintaining the simplicity of his piety, 
keeping the flame of devotion alive in his 
closet, in his family and in the church, 
opening his heart and his hand to worthy 
objects of benevolence, and everywhere 
sustaining the deportment of a humble 
disciple, is developing a strength and 
beauty of piety which nothing but these 
very circumstances could have produced. 

Its great faith is another excellence of 
such a piety. The very stress of difficul- 
ties leads to distrust all human help and 
to look for divine assistance. In straits, 
the true Christian, failing of help from all 
other sources, finds it in God.. * 

Tender sympathy is also an excellence 
of such piety. They who have had their 
own experience enriched by suffering will 
sympathize the more with those who are 
passing the same ordeal. They who have 
been strengthened in their piety by con- 
flict with temptation, will have a tender 
solicitade for others enduring the same 
struggle. * * * * Congregational 
Herald. 


Bunyan asa Preacher, 


As a preacher of the truth Bunyan had 
a high reputation in hisday. Sympathy, 
earnestness, power, were the great charac- 
teristics of his successful ministry. He 
preached what he felt, and his preaching 
therefore corresponded to the various 
stages of his personal experience. At first, 
himeelf in chains, he thundered out the 
terrors of the law, like another Baptist, 
against rich and poor together; then, 
bappy in believing, he proclaimed salvation 
and the unparalelled blessedness of life by 
Christ, “ as if an angel stood at his back 
to ep him,” and then with advanc- 
ing knowledge, he disclosed the truth in 
its rounded harmony —“ the whole counsel 
of God.” Instances of conversion were 
frequent under his ministry, many churches 
were founded by his labors. Dr. Owen 
assured King Charles that for the tinker’s 
ability to prate, he would gladly barter 
his Own stores of learning; and in his 
annual visit to London, twelve hundred 
ple would gather at seven in the morn- 
ing of a winter's working day, to hear 
him. Nor can we wonder that his minis- 
try should have had “favor both with God 
and man,” when we listen to his own state- 
ments of the feelings with which he regard- 
edit. “In my preaching I have really 
been in pain, and have, as it were travail- 
ed to bring forth children to God. If I were 
fruitless. it mattered not who commended 
me; but if I were fruitful, I cared not who 
did condemn.“—“ IJ have counted as if 1 
had goodly buildings and lordships in those 
piece where my children were bora, my 
eart hath been so up in the glory 
of this axcellent work, that I my- 
self more blessed and honored of God by 
this, than if he had made me the ror 
of the Christian world, or of the glory of 
the earth without it.” This is what we 
want now.

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State Repudiation. 

It now rests directly with the people to de- 
cide the question of paying or repudiating the 
Statedebt. To that ultimate authority the 
Legislature has referred the question. Shoald 
the people vote in favor of paying the debt, no 
Legislature, in opposition to this expressed 
will of the sovereign power, would venture upon 
any measure of repudiation. Should the peo- 
ple decide otherwise, no Legislature would take 
the responsibility of appropriating money to 
the payment of the debt. Every such ultimate 
reference of an important question, to popular 
decision, much more than the selection of Leg- 
islators or Judges, reveals the extent of person- 
al responsibility in a republican government. 
There is no power behind the people. What- 
ever in the decision of such questions deter- 
mines the justice or affects the standing of our 
government and hence of the people, rests with 
the individual voter. 

Carelessness is inexcusable, and unworthy of 
freemen. Information is desirable— light, 
trath. Calm, impassionate, truthfal discussion 
is the means of arriving at trath. 


It may be assumed in the outset that repudi- 


ation would not have been thought of had it 
not been for the decision of the Supreme Court, 
releasing us from legal obligation to pay the 
debt. It wasfelt to be an onerous burden, 
yet the resources and prospects of the State 
did not render the case bopeless. It was known 
that the officials through whom the debt was 
contracted, were reckless and perfidious, and 
yet, the people did not think of releasing them- 
selves from the responsibility thus incurred. 
We never heard the word repudiation breathed, 
until it appeared that repudiation could be ac. 
complished legally. It was just as possible to 
repudiate before as now. No earthly power 
could compel the State to redeem these out- 
standing liabilities, if it shofild decide not to do 
it. It was just as possible to repudiate at any 
previous time as now. To this we add, it was 
just as ight. The deeision of the Supreme 
Oourt does not at all affect the moral obliga- 
tions resting upon the State. If we ought be- 
fore to have paid the State bonds, we onght to 
pay them now. We are not now statiog the 
previous obligation, but only that whatever it 
was, the same exists now; it is noteat all affec- 
ted by this decision. The mere opportunity 
legally to avoid a debt which one is able and 
obligated to pay, does not constitute a release. 
An honorable man does not feel it such; a 
State composed of honorable men should not 
plead such an excuse for the avoidance of pay- 
ment. If the State owed this debt to her cre- 
ditors before, it oweg it now. 

It is a little surprising that good men who 
would not have thought before of lifting their 
voices for repudiation, should, on the mere 
strength of a decision that the legal obligation 
is removed, favor the same thing. What else 
is it but availing themselves of a legal techni- 
cality to avoid the payment of what, but for 
this, they we tld have paid, though no power 
on earth could have compelled it. This in- 
consistency may not have occurred to the ad- 
vocates of repudiation, and yet it exists. 

We come now to the question of actual ob- 
ligation. We must meet this question by 
answering objections ; for the burthen of proof 
falls upon those who profess to be able to 
shew why we should not redeem our evidences 
of acknowledged indebtedness. 

Ist. We have no right to avail ourselves of 
the plea, that the agents of the people in the 
creation of this debt, went beyond their in- 
structions, for this reason : those agents were 
not restrained in what is now called their ille- 
gal exercise of power. There are processes by 
which the acts of any department of the gov- 
ernment may be bronght to the test of the stat- 
utes and of the Constitution. Expensive 
such processes may be, yet their expense does 
not constitute a reason why any “ minority,“ 
neglecting to employ them, should be excluded 
from their share of the liabilities, resulting to 
the State, from the continued employment of 
duch officials. 

It was in the power of citizens of the State, 
to apply the constitutional restraints upon the 
acts of their officials. The “minority” who 

now claim that it would be unjust to inelude 

them in an obligation to pay the debt, when 

the constitution protected them against 

such a debt, had it in their power to prevent 

the creation of this debt, by the application of 
the constitutional restraints. It is too late 

then to avail ourselves of this plea of abuse of 
power, when we neglected a timely interposi- 
tion. A constitutional provision given to 

protect us against our agents, when we have 
neglected so to apply and use it, ought not to 
be used to protect us against our creditors. 
In so doing we pervert the instrument. The 
plea is good as against our agents, or any 
claim that they may have upon us, but not 
good as against creditors of the State. If we 
have neglected the constitutional remedy 
against the creation of a debt, after this long 
acquiesebce in the acts of officials, it is not 
right that creditors of the State should suffer 
the consequences of our neglect. It was in- 
deed unconstitutional on the part of the agents 
of the people to create this debt; but that 
does not make it right for the people, at this 
late day, to withhold payment from the credi- 
tors of the State, who received the bonds with- 
out protest or warning, and who, in most in- 
gtances, doubtless, were unaware of the provi- 
sion in our constitution which rendered the 
securities of this State, different from those of 
other States. It is evidently too late for this 
plea to avail, as against the creditors of the 
State. Of the same nature, but still less for 

cible, is the claim that the State was swindled 
in the creation of the debt, and therefore the 
State ought not to pay it. This is not the 
concern of these creditors, who, without warp- 
ing, have invested in our bonds. 

9d. Those who hold the State bonds, are char- 
acterized generally as stock. jobbers, stock-gam- 
blers, and speculators. In times of trial in a 
State, those are generally regarded as public 
benefactors, who, without suspicion, invest 
freely in her bonds. ‘They are not then called 
speculators, but generous men. Speculators in 
stocks, indeed, are not generally those who 
make considerable actaal investment in such 
securities. Most of the creditors of the State 
are, undoubtedly, men most innocent of any 
of the public wrongs which we have endured : 
friends of the State, who have had confidénce 
in our resources and our integrity. So far as 
the bonds of the State are held by those who 
have swindled the people, let such men be pun- 
ished for the swindling, and not for the crime 
and folly of holding the State bonds of 
_ 8d. Thedifficulty of adopting a constitutiong) 

mode of procedure in regard to this debt, 

should not induce the people to vote in favor 
ofrepudiation. The difficulty is acknowledged. 

Nor are the called upon to solve 

all the intricacies of that difficult problem. 
They are only invited to such an expression of 
their wishes as shall be a guide to their future 
legislators and judges, or the members of a 

constitutional convention, should such 
pily be called: They are invited tosay whether 
it is their will that the debt shall, in some prac- 


tieable, legal mode, be paid. So far as our 
present vote is concerned, it is narrowed down 
to this simple question: Do we wish the debt 
paid? The people of this State know the force 
of a popular expression. Let the same swel- 
ling sea of voices which murmured approval 
of the local reform accomplished in San Fran- 
cis¢o, a few months since, once more be heard, 
saying, “Let the integrity of the State be pre 
served,” and her representatives will find some 
way of carrying out the popular will. The 
people showed themselves untrammeled by the 
letter of a constitution, in order to restore jus- 
tice and maintain government. They might 
certainly take as much liberty with the 
constitution, in order to be just them- 
selves, as they dared take in order to inflict 
justice upon others. But we apprebend, espe- 
cially since the present step is in accordance 
with the suggestion of the Supreme Court, 
that, if the people desire the payment of the 
debt, mode entirely constitutional can be 
4th. The very fact that we may seem absolved 
from legal obligation concerning this debt, and 
that it is now purely a question of honor, should 
make us the more¢olicitous to pay it, rather 
than to find in this fact an excuse for repudia- 
tion. Debts of States are strictly and in the 
highest sense, debts of honor. There is no en- 
forcement of them except hy the force of pub- 
lic opinion. Hence repudiation has been here- 
tofore visited with the scorn of mankind. To 
refuse to pay men who trusted this State in 
good faith, because forsooth we have discover- 
ed that we may legally disavow the acts of our 
agents, would hand us down to lasting infamy. 
It is just as much repudiation as though the 
step bad been taken before the decision of the 
Supreme Court was made, and when nobody 
broached the idea of repudiation. That decis- 
ion does not alter our relation to the creditors 
of this State. It neither takes away any ne 
cessity of payment, nor any obligation. 

We view the matter not with reference to 
any question of expediency, but of right. It 
is an infamous thiog for a State to doa wrong 
action. The pen of history records it and holds 
it up before all generations. The certain retri- 
bution of heaven visits it during the period of 
a nation’s life. We intend to examine the 
question hereafter in another light, and show 
how really small the burden of payment will 
be, and how small the amount in question, re- 
latively to the population, resources, and just 
prospects of the State. But were the burden 
great or light, the equity of the course to be 
pursued is the great question. 

We have not directly referred to the views 
of our esteemed correspondent, “Constitation.” 
Some of these thoughts will be found to an- 
swer views presented by him. He is an honest 
man, who has long observed the corruption of 
the State, and has felt the burden of unjust and 
excessive taxation. We may more for- 
mally refer to his ‘arguments hereafter. 
To him the assumption or payment of 
this debt seems but opening the door 
to a new series of similar frauds. To 
us, upon maturest reflection, just the reverse ap- 
pears more certain. If the people of this 
State now consent to do a wrong, future off 
cials may presume to commit further frauds 
upon them. Bat if otherwise—if they mantain 
their own integrity, they can enforce integrity 
in others. They can apply existing means to 
prevent the increase of the debt. Their case 
is like that of a man on the verge of bankrept- 
cy, who determines to part with every luxury, 
and abridge every needless expense, in order 
to maintain strict honesty. And the very 
effort and process lays the surest foundation for 
prosperity and future independence. It is a 
turning point with California credit and Cali- 
fornia’s fame. God grant that no low view of 
legal release, no short-sighted policy which would 
invite immigration toa land freed from debt by 
repudiation, no enfeebled sense concerning ob- 
ligations to others, because we have been 
wronged, may prevail in our councils, upon a 
subject so momentous. 

“A Plea for the Indians. 

We have received from the publisher a 
pamphlet of 144 pages, entitled, A Plea for 
the Indians, with Facts and Features of the 
Late War in Oregon : by John Beeson.” Mr. 
Beeson is a philanthropic man, who was for 
sometime a resident of Oregon, until he had 
raised up considerable hostility against himself 
on account.of bis opposition to the late Indian 
war. In this sentiment he shared the feelings, 
both of Gen. Wool and Gen. Palmer. He de- 
tails many instances of aggression and of cruel- 
ty, which may well excite our horror. He was 
an eye-witness of many of the scenes which he 
narrates, and is an entirely trathfol narrator. 
Beings who bear the name of men become so 
hardened that they can shoot down an Indian 
or even an Indian woman or child, with no 
more compuaction than they experience in 
shooting a deer or a grizzly bear, but, on the 
contrary, with grim and brutal delight. Such 
barbarities provoke indiscriminate retaliation. 
The revenge of the Indian makes no discrimin- 
ation between the guilty and the innocent. 
The. atrocities of Indians are not onprovoked, 
but they commonly fall upon innocent parties. 
Nothing but the edministering of strict justice 
to base whites who encroach upon the rights 
of Indians, will or can prevent the recurrence 
of perpetual barbarities, and the necessity of 
war to “punish” the savages. The sense of 
justice is as strong in an Indian's breast as in 
the breasts of civilized men. That observed 
in the infliction of punishment upon those who 
hunt them as prey, and they may doubtless be 
preserved as peaceful neighbors. But contact 
with the white race, where large numbers are 
destitate of every sentiment of humanity, 
and where it is difficult to secure the punish. 
ment of crimes committed only against In- 
dians,” is almost certain to result in frequent 
wars. They become a necessity, that the in- 
nocent may not suffer for the crimes of the 
guilty. The war in Oregon probably, became 
a necessity, but its origin, doubtless, lay in the 
thousands of acts of brutality of which this 
work before us presents few instances. For 
the credit of humanity we would see them cup. 
pressed. Yet, for the sake of shaming, if it 
were possible, their authors, we would see them 
published to the world. We give but two or 
three extracts. 

Speaking of a party of emigrants going 
from Oregon down to California, the author 
says: On one occasion they came to a high 
bloff overhanging a running brook, and seeing 
an aged Indian and a boy catching fish, they 
fired, and the bleeding victims hid themselves 
in the brush. One of the men remonstrated, 
saying that men who could do so, would shoot 
babies ; upon which great anger was aroused, 
and the individual was threatened with death, 
if such a sentiment was repeated.” 

“On arriving at the Ravines, some of their 
horses were missing, and a party went in search 
of them. Coming across a band of Indians, 
they charged them with the theft ; and witb- 
out the least evidence, eleven of them were 
shot down on the spot.” It was afterwards 
discovered that three white men had stolen the 
horses. 

Upon the mere suspicion that an Indian had 
committed a murder,a whole band, women, 
children, and all, was slain, on one occasion: 
This is but a sample of the wrongs inflicted 
upon the Indian race. We quote them, not, of 


unhap- | course, as holding the whole people of Oregon 


responsible for them, but they show, what in- 
deed we know, that the Indians have been 


made upon this coast, 2 
basest men who ever learned the lawlessness of 
border life. One such act. (as 
are fall of) if committed against an American’ 


in a foreign land, would be canse for national 


war, and would be mentioned with execration 
in every home in the land. The Indians have 
human gouls. They are capableof cultivation. 
They are men. Their very 
for justice and pity. 
generous minds. Instead of hunting them like 
beasts of prey, a whole people will have com- 
passion on their feebleness and their waning 
numbers. Because they have been wronged, 
and robbed, and peeled, it may be necessary to 
fight them ben they have been provoked to 
indiscriminate slaughter. But beyond necessi- 
ty, let pity return to the heart; but justice be 
meted out to the first authors of the wrong ; 
let the remnants of the race that once filled 
the forests which we call ours, be spared to 
fiud peaceful burial on the westernmost limiis 
of a continent which wes once all their own. 


The Victory Always. 

The secret of success has been defined to be 
—success. So it is true, a secret of strength 
is—victory. The man who has gained one 
victory, is strong for a hundred more. This is 
true in intellectual efforts. ‘The young scholar 
who has mastered a dificult problem, has 
gained a new power for future efforts. The 
mind that never grapples with difficulties will 
never be qualified for great undertakings. It 
is only by conquering, that strength for con- 
quest is gained. “ From strength to strength” 
is the law of progress. It is so in the spiritual 
life. One victory over sin is a power of future 
conquest. They are the strongest, best Chris. 
tians who have had to struggle with some be- 
setting sin and have conquered. The strong 
spirits of the Church bave been those who knew 
what wrestlings and victories were. 

“Thanks be unt God, which always causeth 
us to triumph in Christ.” The grace was 
of God, but the victory theirs; so much was 
the result dependent on their own volition, as 
well as on the grace of God. The Christian 
cao thank God for temptations which develop 
strength, so long as he has the will to resist 
the temptation. Wherever we have a weak- 
ness, wherever there is a temptation, there we 
are called to resolution and prayer. 

We know a Christian of earnest purpose, 
who felt called upon to abandon the use of te- 
bacco, which had long enslaved him. So strong 
had the habit become, that it required the ef- 
fort of an iron will, stimulated and sustained 
by the grace of God, to resist it. The effort 
was made. It demanded days of agony and 
endeavor to accomplish the victory. In an- 
guish the man would leave his house and rush 
up a hill near by, exhausting his strength in 
frantic wildness, haunted by tortaring desire. 
He would not yield. After many days the vic- 
tory was gained. 

That victory was both an evidence and a 
means of strength. It gave confidence to 
grapple with other sinful practices. The man 
is a strong Christian, striving against sin, re- 
sisting almost unto blood, against the habits 
of long sioful years. The apostle gives thanks 
unto God who always causeth us to triumph. 
When strength against sin is sought of God, 
the victory is always certain. That prayer 
must avail, “ Deliver us from evil.’’ The man 
who attempts some reform, without submitting 
himself to Christ, may, or may not succeed in 
his reformation of outward habits. But the 
Christian is always sure of the victory. The 
servant of God must overcome sin. That is a 
noble conflict against the very priaciple of 
evil :—to dislodge it from one’s own breast. It 
is a warfare waged for eternal results: a vie- 
tory gained for an everlasting crown. 


Quarts Mining. 

Quartz mining is steadily advancing to be 
the leading business of this State. Under im 
proved methods of extracting and saving the 
gold, most who are engaged in the business 
are realising good, and some, large returns. 
New leads are being discovered in almost eve- 
ry part of the mountains. The mountains of 
California are full of quartz veins of inexhaust- 
ible ore, which in other mining regions would 
be deemed fabulously rich. It is not at all 
unusual for the ore of this state to yield thirty 
or forty dollars of gold to the ton of rock. 
When this temporary state of things existing 
with us shall have passed away—when the 
price of labor has been properly reduced, and 
this great interest of ours bas been a little far- 
ther developed, the gold mines of Georgia and 
North Carolina will be quite forgotten. The 
world is yet to he more astonished by the en- 
during quartz riches of the Golden State, then 
it has hitherto been by the large placer returns 
gleaned by adventurers. There is, probably, 
not a rich placer region which is not flanked 
by immense quartz ledges of corresponding 
richness : and the surface washings are but 
the crumblings diffused through immense 
amounts of earth, from the rock, where it yet 
remains concentrated and easily secured. 

But few persons have any adequate idea of 
the rapidity with which quartz mills are mul- 
tiplying iv almost every county. The business 
was, a few years ago, confined principally to 
Nevada county; but now it is extending to 
every mountain county in the State. We 
were surprised the other day, to learn, that 
there are seven mills in the immediate vicinity 
of Grizzly Flat, El Dorado O, a region which 
was scarcely prospected for quartz three years 
since. The foundries do an immense business. 

The establishment of Goddard & Co., of 
this city, which has furnished many of the 
largest and best mills in the state, is now turn- 
ing out from one to three complete quartz 
mills a week, regalarly ; and orders, we are 
told, are flowing in upon them. 

Viewed with reference to the magnitude 
and prospect of this business, the Quartz Mi- 
ners’ Convention, recently held in Sacramento, 
is an event of importance. The business is 
one that requires scientific knowledge in order 
to render it successful. It is new to many 
who engage in it, and therefore, it is exceeding- 
ly desirable that all information which it is, 
possible to acquire, should be diffused, by such 
means, tHroughout the State.

Ms. Eprrors :—I have read with much 
interest in a late number of the Pacyic, an ur 
ticle entitled “The Réfective Habit.” 

The writer has taken a clear and — 
hensive view of bis theme, and were 
ra therein embodied rightly understood 
and acted upon, by those baying the care of 
edacating the rising generation, the result would 
doubtless be of the most desirable character in 
sbapeing the mental babits of the young. 

I can hardly hope to add anything new 
touching the general outline of the subject, but 
there is one point alluded to, which, as it seems 
to underlie the entire subject, might perhaps 
be enlarged upon with profit, and which, cou!d 
it be properly remedied, would, I doubt not, 
prove a specific in the case in hand. 

The writer says :—* Boys are taught in our 
schools, not to think over premises, but to jamp 
at conclusions; a reflective habit is not en- 
joined upon them, and they enter the busiuess 
of life with a confused jamble of ideas, and 3 
hodge-podg@farrangement, or rather derange- 
ment, of their faculties.” 

Here lies the difficulty ; the true type of the 
disease has been discovered, aud it next re- 
quires a skilful hand to apply the proper reme- 
dies. 

It would be presumption in me, to undertake 
the management of a case requiring such nice 
discrimination as is requisite to its successful 
treatment; but in the absence of a more skil- 
ful physician, I will do what I can, trusting 
that no harm will be done—if- no positively 
good results should fullow my prescription. . 

In this Steam and Lightning age, when six- 
ty miles per hour is only thought a reasonable 
jog, and when Young America is stamping bis 
foot with impatience, that the tardy wire has 
not returned an answer to his commanication, 
within fifteen minutes, from a friend a thous- 
and miles distant, it might be well for those 
having the education of the young in charge, 
to remember. that there is not necessarily any 
analogy between physical and mental develop- 
ments; for while the one is confined to natural 
laws and controled by natural agents, the other 
is confined to a higher and more subtle element 
and requires for its proper management, a cor 
respondingly higher order of intellect. 

It is no fault of the young student that his 
education is conducted in so reckless a manner. 
Teachers and parents are alone responsible for 
the mental, as well as the moral and physical 
habits, acquired by those under their supervi- 
sion and control. It is greatly to be question 
ed, whether many of the so called improve 
ments, in making the paths of knowledge less 
difficult than formerly, are not greater bin- 
drances than helps, In intellectual advancement. 

As a general rule, knowledge of any kind 
can be rightly acquired only as it is deduced 
from the first principles. All of the costly 
apparatus with which many of our school- 
rooms are furnished, serve only as auxiliaries 
in the acquirement of the sciences ; and it is 
only by the guidance of a competent and faith- 
ful teacher, that such helps are of benefit in 
advancing the mind of the young seholar. It 
seems almost needless to repeat such evident 
truisms, but from the manner in which many 
teachers conduct their recitations, it appears 
that they either overlook their importance, or 
lack capacity, in carrying them out in the 
every-day exercises of the schoolroom. The 
fault, however, does not lie entirely with the 
teacher. Parents are often unwilling to allow 
their sons a sufficient time to rightly lay the 
foundation for a thorough education ; and the 
teacher, in order to satisfy his patrons, must 
conduct his pupils at an accelerated speed, and 
the result, as a matter of course, is, a smatter- 
ing of everything, and a thorough knowledge 
of nothing. 

Thus prepared, young men go out into the 
world, with scarcely a single qualification for 
success ; hence it is that we witness such a 
number of breakneck adventures — young men 
loosing at a single cast, the entire patrimony 
which a careful parent had been a lifetime in 
accumulating, that his sons might make a re- 
spectable figure in the world. Far better 
would it be for the future of our entire class 
of young men, could they, on reaching their 
majority, be sent out to commence life, having 
for their only capital, minds well stored, not 
alone with knowledge acquired from books, 
but with a due appreciation of their own pow- 
ers, and correct ideas of the world as it is. 

This subject is so suggestive, that I fear, 
lest I break off at once, this article will weary 
your patience; and I will only add, that it 
will be a great pleasure to read in your paper, 
other productions upon this interesting subject.

|" We know little of the details of your mer- 
chandize ; but we know enough to affirm in 
the general, that, if your means be limited, 
field of your operations ought, proportionally, 
to be moderate and manageable—that what is 
true fn the business of other things, is also 
true in the business of trade; you ought not 
to meddle with matters too hign for you that 
every risk that you cannot meet with your own 
property, aod every daring adventure by which 
that of others is brought to hazard, should be 
avoided as unlawful. This much we know; 
and that nevertheless there is an insidious 
temptation that is perpetually operating, and 
by which the ambitious and the unwary are 
led into a higher game than they are adequate 
to all the chances of: that oft there is a float- 
ing vision which dances before their eyes, in 
the shape of some goodly, or gainful specula- 
tion, and by which they suffer themselves to 
be lured into a sea of troubles—that thus 
their cares and their conceras are greatly mul- 
tiplied, and the ground on which they stand, 
now become more precarious than before, is 
felt as if it tottered under them; and in expe- 
dients for putting off the evil day, and shifts, 
for temporary credit, and devices and disguises 
innumerable, they flounder from one difficulty 
to another, with a heart wholly oppressed and 
overcharged. Even had fortune smiled on 
their aerial voyage, then would, as we have 
already endeavored to show, have been in the 
prosperity that crowned it, an influence to mar 
ageinst their souls. But in the calamity 
which crosses it there may lay a tenfold hos- 
tility ; and when we look to the sadly beset and 
bewildered man, as he writhes in secret under 
the necessities that encompass —or ruminates 
on the sad explosion of disgrace that is before 
him; when we think of the way in which his 
heart is occupied, and that positively there is 
not room in it ferany thoughts of God—when 
ve consider thought as the aliment of affection, 
and that we can only love our Maker in as far 
as we have time and space for the leisurely and 
undisturbed contemplation of His love to us 
when we compute the manifold distractions of 
such a misguided individual, and the constant 
weight or agitation that lie upon his spirits— 
Then we can no longer wonder, that in refer 
ence to the things of faith and of an eternal 
world, his soul should have been utterly dis- 
possessed, as if by the violence of fierce inva- 
ders —that other thoughts, and other feelings, 
should wholly monopolize him ; and that, with 
an outset perhaps of seemly professorship, he 
should, at length, because “ pierced through 
with mav¥ sorrows,” have separated between 
himself and all sacredness, and become an alien 
and an apostate from his God. 

There is danger to your souls from the abun- 
dance of this world’s cares, as well as from the 
abundance of this world’s comforts ; and there- 
fore it is that you should avoid all wanton or 
unnecessary exposure to the former, even as you 
ought to be vigilant and sedate and sober 
minded amid the blandishments of the latter. 

That, there, is a power in earthly sadness as 

well as in earthly joy, to dispossess the heart 
of its love for God, may be exemplified by what 
we sometimes see in a case of forlorn widow- 
hood. 
It has occurned that the sufferer under such 
a bereavement has been irrecoverably woe 
struck, and so abandoned herself to helpless 
and hopeless melancholy—whelly unable to lift 
ber epirits up from their dejection, and, a de- 
termination somewhat like impracticable sul- 
lenness utterly refusing to be comforted. That 
under a'grief so immeasurable and absorbing 
there are very many things, that now cease to 
interest fer, is not narellous but what most in- 
dicates the dispossessing power of this affection 
is, that now she should cease to love her own 
children,—that even to those w nature had 
so powerfully endeared ‘to her, her heart has 
become cold and alienated; and, immoveably 
fixed as it is on the departed object of her ten- 
derness, all its affinities with present objects 
have been broken! This is rare, we admit; 
but it proves what a force of separation there 
is in grief, if, ever once, or at any time, the 
strong parental attachment has been thereby 
dissevered. And mach more does it prove how 
possible it is, that an affection at all times so 
slender as that of love to the unseen Deity, 
should give way under the power of a similar 
visitation—how in grief for the loss of fortune, 
there might be a force at least equivalant to 
that of separating us from the love of God— 
how that which, though rarely is the cause of 
a literal suicide inflicted upon the person, may 
frequently be the cause of a moral and spiritual 
suicide inflicted upon the soul; and so by 
“hasting to be rich,” have many fallen into 
“temptation and a snare, and erred from the 
faith ;” and just because they “pierced them- 
selves through with many sorrows,” have also 
“drowned themselves in destruction and per- 
dition.“

Collision—State and Federal Authorities. 

A Depaty Marshal of the United States and 
his posse, have been arrested: in Clarke county, 
Ohio, on two charges—one for assaulting Dep- 
uty Sheriff Compton; the other for assaulting 
Sheriff Leyton, with intent to murder. The 
Marshal and one other, were held to bail tor 
their appearance at the next term of Common 
Pleas, in the sum of $2,500, each. The 
amount of bail fixed for the others, eight in 
number, was $10,000, which failing to give 
they were committed to jail. The circumstan- 
ces which led to the collision are these: Ihe 
Marshal had arrested four men in Champaign 
county,on the charge of harboring fugitive 
slaves in August last, and was on his way with 
them to Cincinnati. A writ of habeas corpus 
was issued, but before it could be served, the 
Marshal had got out of the county. Avother 
writ was obtained in Clarke county, upon 
which the Sheriff and his deputy attempted to 
arrest the Marshal and his posse, fourteen in 
number. The latter resisted. Several shots 
were fired but without effect. The Marshal 
and his party then set upon the Sheriff, and 
beat them so severely as to disable him, and 
thea proceeded with their prisoners. A war- 
rant was then issued for the arrest of the Mar- 
shal and his posse, under the charges above sta- 
ted. The Deputy Marshal, in his zeal, has gone 
even beyond the Supreme Court in the Dred 
Scott case. According to that decision, had 
his prisoners been negroes, he might, perhaps, 
have been justifiable in despising and resisting 
the authorities of a sovereign State. But as 
they were citizens of Ohio, that State will 
probably insist on having her rights, and 
those of her citizens respected. 

Shortly after the Deputies were committed 
in Springfield, a writ of habeas corpus was issu- 
ed at Cincinnati, by Judge Leavitt, of the 
United States District Court, requiring the 


Sheriff of Clarke county to bring the said Dep-| “4 


uties before him. This writ was obeyed, and 
the prisoners admitted to bail in the sum of 
$500 each. The hearing of the case was set 
for the 10th of June. The Marshal telegraph- 
ed to the Secretary of the Interior, and re- 
ceived the following answer: “ Consult the 
District Attorney, and Execute the laws. The 
President desires you to do your duty, and he 
will do bis.”

| A New Scrence—Hyproscory.— Jo- 
seph Gaatherot, a mining engineer in 
France, distingulshed by a peculiar talent 
of observation, united with an extraordi- 
nary perseverance in investigations of geo- 
logical strata, has discovered a law of na- 
ture which enables him, by 
features of the surface, to direct where 
subterranean sources of water may be 
found. Thus he pointed out the places 
of digging wells to such an extent, that he 
was honorably rewarded in 1846 by the 
French Government for his beneficial ser- 
vices to different communities. In the 
district of Haute Maine, a well was thus 


dug, yielding 12,000 litres of water per 


hour. The French Government has re- 
cently appointed him for Algiers, where 
at different cities wells are now dug out 
with the best result; and he is considered 
among the Christians, Mohamedans, and 
Jews, as a second Moses in the desert.

|“ Mouwrarn-Hicn Waves.—Some wri- 
ters have asserted that the height of the 
waves of the ocean, from the trough to 


the crest, reaches often forty and fifty 


feet. But Dr. Arnott, in his “ Elements 
of Physics,” affirms that no wave rises 
more than ten feet from the ordinary sea- 
level, which, with the ten feet that its sur- 
face afterward descends below this, gives 
twenty feet for the whole height, from the 
bottom of any water-valley to the adjoin- 
ing summit. From observations subse- 
quently made with great care in the midst 
of the Pacific Ocean, by the French Ex- 
ploratory Expedition, it appears that Dr. 
Arnott was very near right. The maxi- 
mum height was there found to be twenty- 
two feet. The longest wave was met with 
by the Expedition in the south of New- 
Holland, and was three times the length 
of the frigate, or 492 feet. 


How ro Save Girpiep Trees.—Thou- 
sands of young fruit trees have been gir- 
died during the past winter, in this vicinity 
by the mice, and, if not attended to in 
due time, must, of course, lead to a total 
destruction, while, by a very simple pro- 
cess, their lives can be saved. My method 
is, when the sap flows freely in the spring, 
take a keen knife, ran it around the trunk 
above, and below the wound, and peel the 
gnawed bark off, if any ; when this has 
been done, take another piece of bark, 


just to fit, and replace it,—then spread a 


rag with grafting wax, and bind it so that 
the water cannot penetrate any part of 
the wounded trunk.
